The vending; machine 'price was a 
drop from 6 to 15 cents under the 
prices charged' through groceries 
and delivery, and 'at'- the same time 
absorbed, the sales, tax... if 

The Vending machine price even 
cut under the 46 cent price charged 
by Kenneth Van Patten' who has the 
distribution of Wlllowdale milk In 
this area. 

"It hasn't hurt my business, yet, 
but it probably will,", commented 
Van Patten who was non-plused 
by the situation.'' 

Borden Milk Co. represented -by 
HerbJHorlon hod been charging 49 
cents and .Bowman Dairy Co. 50 
cents for the half, gallon. 

The - Powles Grocery Immediately 
^dropped its, price to .69 cents a gal- 
lon in' competition and advertised 
the gift of a gallon. of milk with 
each 25-gallon purchase x which 
would moke up for the sales tax.

They ore simply 
awaiting thelrchance. Here's .one more case where 
•eternal vigilance Is the price of liberty, and we should 
never forget It.

The Deadliest Killer 

Every American was horrified at the ghastly 
death toll of the Korean War, • 

Yet last year alone accidental .deaths accounted 
.Yor three times as many victims as that war. Some 
55,000 people died unnecessarily— traffic accidents 
being the Number -1 killer with 38,000— and 9,600,000 
■were Injured. The economic cost to the nation is 
estimated at more than $9,000,000,000. 

The president of the National Safety Council 
wade a memorable commentary: "We do not believe 
that any civilized nation can long endure this tragic 
and disgraceful, waste of manpower and resources 
from accidents that are avoidable."

Each added year of defective speech 
lessens the child's chances of over- 
coming the handicap. If a child's 
sneech defeat is corrected earlv in 
life, he Is likely to be a much hap- 
pier person than he would be other- 
wise.

Antioch, Illinois 
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Oldest U. S. Daily 
Honored During 
Newspaper Week 

ALEXANDRIA, Va.— The oldest 
dally newspaper In the nation, The 
Alexandria Gazette, was honored 
during National Newspaper Week 
this year. 

The paper, In George Washing- 
ton's old home town, began as a 
weekly In 1784 and became a dally 
on April 14. 17OT. 
In its Arst edition It laid down 
- Us policy: 

"They (the editors) only observe 
that every exertion shall be used 
to procure and communicate the 
latest Intelligence, and to render 
their paper, in every respect, 
worthy the attention of the pub- 
lic*." 

Dr. Edgar Snowden, a treat- 
grandson of one of the' founders, 
was present at the celebration. He 
said: "The paper did all right by 
my family for 111 ;'««ra." 

Dr. Snowden's father sold the 
paper because his health was fall- 
ing and he figured Alexandria was 
a town with a lot of past and not 
much future. Par years the popu- 
lation had stayed right at 15,000. 
Then the nation's capital, across 
tlie Potomac, grew until it over- 
flowed In all directions. Present 
Alexandria population Is 75.000. 

An 1802 headline In the newspa- 
per tells of the start of the Civil 
War trouble: 

Indignity Against Church 
Arrest of Minister While At 
Prayer In Church— Great Ex- 
citement. , 
It's difficult now to decide 
what crime brought the arrest of 
the Rev, Kenxie Johns Stewart In 
St. Paul's Episcopal Church, but 
as a result of the headline troops 
burned the Gazette plant. 



Royal Observatory 
Moved From London 

LONDON — Greenwich Observa- 
tory has been moved from London, 
where It was established by order 
of King Charles II in 1675, to a 
15th century castle in Sussex 60 
miles to the southeast. 

The Institution Is no longer 
astride Greenwich prime meridi- 
an, world standard for measure- 
ment of longitude and time. But 
because any change would affect 
global timekeeping and render all 
the world's modern maps obsolete. 
Greenwich will remain the zero 
meridian. 

To allow for the one-third de- 
gree longitudinal difference be- 
tween Greenwich and the new site, 

14H; miles east of the Greenwich 
meridian, scientists will subtract 
about a minute and a half from 
observed time. The time is calcu- 
lated by observation of the solar 
system. 

Greenwich was a country village 
when Sir Christopher Wren de- 
signed the Observatory 278 years 
ago, but expanding London since 
has completely engulfed It. In re- 
cent decades, meteorological and 
astronomical operations have heen 
seriously hampered by industrial 
smog. Electric railways interfered 
with magnetic observations. And 
the glare of street lights and neon 
signs outshone the Milky Way. 

For these reasons the observa- 
tory was moved. 



Omaha Paper Ploys 
Front Page Cupid 

OMAHA— An 8-year-old boy tele- 
phoned the Omaha World-Herald 
with a strange request. He asked If 
"you could please print 'I love 
Sondra' on the front page of your 
paper?" 

When the rewrite man asked 
why, the youngster explained: 

"You see, I'm 8 and Sandra's 9 
and school's out and she lives way 
out In the country, and she doesn't 
have any telephone and maybe 
she'll marry somebody else before 
school starts." 

The World-Herald printed the en- 
tire story at the top of Page 1 
with a headline: "Here's Message 
for Sandra: Wait." 



10,000 Jets Produced 
In Past Ten Years 

WASHINGTON— The aircraft in- 
dustry reports It has delivered 
10,000 jet airplanes and 40,000 jet 
engines to the Air Force In the 
past 10 years. 

The Industry also reports that 
more than half of its output today 
Is jet powered, and that every 
combat airplane being built for 
the Air Forces was jet powered. 

Although jet plane flight in the 
United States Is only 10 years old. 
twelve leading manufacturers now 
are building a dozen types of these 
new Air Force planes. Nine manu- 
facturers are producing the eng- 
ines to power them.
